A CAPTIVE ON A GERMAN RAIDER 
by F. G. Trayes is a chronicle of real hap- 
penings and experiences which in more peace- 
ful times would read like fiction. Dr. Trayes, 
who was formerly the principal of the Royal 
Normal College at Bangkok, Siam, sailed with 
his wife on the Japanese steamship, Hitachi 
Maru, in September, 1917. Shortly after the 
ship was captured by the German raider, 
Wolf, and-all the passengers and crew were 
made prisoners. For five months they shared 
the fortunes of their captors, running the risk 
of destruction by the shells of their own 
countrymen, as well as suffering the hardships 
inherent in their position. At the end of Feb- 
ruary, thru an accident, their captors were in- 
terned in Denmark and they were released.

\ list of the names of great artists who 
have illustrated children’s books is tanta- 
syount to a lesson on Classics for Children, for 
‘he great artists usually illustrate only the 
creat books. The name of a great illustrator

hand with poor illustrations, but good illus- 
trations are not often wasted on poor reading. 
The original illustrator of a book, who gives 
an enduring and satisfying portrayal of a 
character, is like the actor on the stage who 
by his perfect embodiment of a role is said 
to “create the part.”
